Tomorrow  Makes 
Today  Important 
Says  Dr.W  inship  | 

Veteran  Boston  Educator  Stresses  In¬ 
fluence  Of  Yesterday  On  Today  In 

Address  To  College  High  Graduates. 

“Today  is  the  tomorrow  of  yesterday  | 
and  tho  yesterday  of  tomorrow.  Yester¬ 
day  is  tlu»  day  which  made  today.  Wake 
up  and  think  of  yesterday  only  because 
of  its  influence  on  today,  and  through 
today  on  tomorrow.” 

In., these  aptly-put  terms  Dr.  A,  E. 
Winship,  veteran  educator  and  editor 
of  tho  Journal  of  Education  at  Boston, 
Mass,  spoke  to  tho  student  body  at  As: 
sembly  last  week,  urging  study  of  past 
events  only  as  they  may  affect  today, 
and  tomorrow,  throng  today.  His  sub¬ 
ject  was,  “Yesterday,  Today,  and  To- 
Tomorrow,  ”  and  .ho  stressed  ttje7 point 
that*  there  is  no  today  unless  we  think 
of  it  in  connection  with  today.  During 
his  address  Dr.  Winship  said  in  part: 

“T  want  you  young  people  to  realize, 
that  less  than  300  years  ago  the  first 
public  highway  was  built  in  Massa¬ 
chusetts — eight  miles  long — and  it  was 
said  that  was  as  far  west  as  civilization 
would  ever  go.  I  don ’t  think  we  shall 
ever  find  a  place  beyond  which  civili¬ 
zation  will  not  penetrate.  Civilization 
has  gone  forth  tester  during  tlie  past 
six  or  seven  years  than  in  any  hundred 
years  before. 

‘  ‘  The  world  is  progressing  so  rapidly 
that  methods  in  education  must  be 
changed  and  improved.  You  are  edu¬ 
cating  people  to  teach  boys  and  girls. 
A  teacher  can’t  be  successful  if  she 
tries  to  teach  five  yars  from  now  any¬ 
thing  just  because  she  taught  it  fivo 
years  ago. 

“You  must  remember  that  it  was 
only  yesterday  that  made  today.  Some 
school  men  think  day  before  yesterday 
made  day  after  tomorrow.”

Seniors  Evoke 
High  Praise  In 
"Twelfth  Night” 

|  Large  Crowd  Gives  Enthusiastic  Ap¬ 
plause  For  Seniors’  Interpretation  of 
Shakespearean  Comedy — Mary  Good- 
pasture  and  Sam  Urban  Stars. 

A  good  ninny  years  ago — about  half 
a  century  to  be  more  ex'act — a  certain 
gentleman  by  the  name  of  Shakespeare, 
who  lived  at  Stratford  on  the  river 
Avon,  wrote  a  play. 

Since  that  time  the  play  lias  been 
reproduced  so  many  times  that  the 
statistical  count  would  approximate  the 
scientist’s  distance  of  tho  sun  to  the 
earth  in  millimole, rs.  And  the-' quality 
of  thoso  productions  would  run  the  en¬ 
tire  scale  of  adjectives  from  very  good 
to  very  bad. 

Saturday  night  this  famous  old  com¬ 
edy,  “Twelfth  Night,”  was  given  by 
the  members  of  the  Senior  class  as  their 
elass  play.  And  if  personal  opinion  and 
conjecture  may  be  permitted,  that  old 
master  dramatist  of  all  times,  had  he 
been  in  the  audience,  would  undoubted¬ 
ly  have  made  the  pronouncement  at 
tlie  fall  of  tlie  final  curtain,  “Well 
done  thou  good  and  faithful  servants.” 

At  least  everyone  in  the  largo  aud¬ 
ience  which  practically  filled  the  Col¬ 
lege  auditorium  voiced  that  opinion  in 
enthusiastic  applause  as  the  play  pro¬ 
gressed  and  their  commendations  and 
praise  reached  a  high  peak  at  the  con¬ 
clusion  of  the  play.  It  would  be  a 
broad  statement  and  one  hard  to  prove 
to  state  that  Saturday  night’s  interpre¬ 
tation  of  this  delightful  comedy  was 
the  best  elass  piny  ever  given  but  con¬ 
servative  critics  would  agree  that  none 
within  their  memory  had  been  better. 

Every  member  of  the  east  performed 
like  Shakespearean  veterans  behind  tho 
footlights.  But  if  any  members  are  to  ' 
be  singled  out  for  their  stellar  work 
the  praise  would  go  to  Mary  Goodpas- 
turo  as  Viola,  and  Sam  Urban  as  Sir 
Toby.  And  close  to  those  two  stars 
would  ebme  Marvin  Westfall  as  Sir 
i  Andrew,  Rebecca  Briggs  as  Maria,  Mary 
[.Fields  as  Olivia,  and  Margaret  Quin  I 
lan  as  the  clown.  But  the  success  of ' 
the  play  was  duo  to  every  member  being  j 
well  suited  for  liis  role  and  the  ease  | 
with  which  each  portrayed  his  part. 
Lelnnd  Medsker  made  a  most  excellent 
steward  in  the  role  of  Malvolio;  Gerald 
Carroll  was  a  stately  duke,  and  William 
Gaugh.  very.,  ably  carried  the  role  of 
Sebastian. 

The  credit  for  s tiding  a  successful 
play  goes  to  Miss  Dow  and  Cris¬ 

well  whose  interpretation  was  so  'well 
portrayed  by  the  cast.  Tho  now  scenery 
and  lighting  effects,  directed  by  Miss 
DeLuce  added  immeasurably  to  the  suc¬ 
cess  of  the  play  and  without  tho  splen¬ 
did  work  of  the  orchestra  under  Air. 
Hiekcrnell  in  carrying  through  the 
music  theme,  “Drink  to  Me  Only  With 
Thine  Eyes,”  tlio  audience  would  have 
missed  much  of  tlio  pleasurnblo  satis¬ 
faction  it  found  in  the  evening’s  ontor- 
tninment. 

It  was  a  play  well  worth  repeating 
and  certainly  worth  fifty  cent's  of  any¬ 
one’s  money.

1928  baccalaureate  services,  heard  Dr. 
Silas  W.  Evans,  president  of  Ripon  Col¬ 
lege,  Ripon,  Wisconsin,  give' a  forceful 
fact-full  sermon  which  will  stimulate 
their  serious  thought  for  a  good  many  j 
days  to  come. 

“Taking  as  his  subject,  “An  Old 
Story  in  a  Modern  Setting,”  Dr.  Evans 
drove  homo  point  after  point  in  an 
address  heavily-freighted  with  sound 
wisdom  about  life.  Taking  ns  his  text 
Abraham’s  journey  and  Lot’s  choice, 
lie -draw  deadly  parallels  in  application 
to  our  present  day  living.  “This  uni¬ 
verse  was  made  for  truth,”  he  declnred, 
“and  you  can’t  get  anything  out  of  it 
by  fabrication,”  and  proceeded  to  point 
out  some  of  tho  great  truths  c'ontninod  - 
in  the  text  from  which  he  was  speak¬ 
ing.  “There  is  not  a  single  man  or 
woman  of  you  who  doesn’t  liavo  a  de¬ 
sire  to  turn  back  to  some  great  ideal 
you’ve  been  neglecting,”  he  told  the 
graduating  elass. 

He  told  the  graduates  that  Abraham 
was  a  pioneer,  '  that  ho  was  a  young 
man  when  lie  got  his  vision  nml  re¬ 
minded  them  that,  “you  as  a  class  aro 
pioneers  and  aro  going  out  into  a  great 
unknown.  ’  ’
